Braindance have made 
quite an impact on the scene since forming a couple of years ago. They have released two 7" EP's, 
2 LP's, a split 7" EP with German Oi!/Punk band Oxy-moron and have appeared on a few 
compilations. So here we have a wee chat with Sloss, he's the bands vocalist, part time garden 
gnome and chief sex symbol, or so he thinks! The interview was carried out in November 1995. 
WHAT IS THE CURRENT LINE UP? WHY CHANGE? AND WHAT IS ROB DOING NOW? 

OUR CURRENT LINE UP IS - SLOSS-VOCALS, SHED-BASS, HENRY-DRUMS AND SALTY-GUITAR, OR 
FAILING THAT WE COULD STAND SIDE BY SIDE IN A NICE NEAT STRAIGHT LINE. WE LIKE TO 
CHANGE, CAUSE YOU TEND TO GET A BIT SMELLY AFTER A WHILE. ALTHOUGH SHED NEVER 
CHANGES HIS CLOTHES. ROB LEFT THE BAND OVER A YEAR AGO, TO LIVE IN BERLIN. WE SAW HIM 
NOT TOO LONG BACK AND HE’S THINKING OF MOVING TO LONDON. MAYBE. 

THE NEW LINE UP HAS RELEASED THE ALBUM BRAINIAC, HOW IS IT BEING RECEIVED? 

WE THINK IT’S BEING RECEIVED WELL. WE CAN ONLY GO BY SALES. BUT WHEN WE DO THE NEW 
STUFF LIVE. IT GOES DOWN REALLY WELL. WE’VE HAD A FEW PEOPLE SAY THEY DON’T LIKE THE 
COVER, CAUSE IT’S NOT GOT A PICTURE OF THE BAND ON IT. BUT WE DON’T GIVE A TOSS ABOUT 
THAT SORT OF CRITICISM. 

BRAINIAC. IS A DEFINITE CHANGE OF MUSIC TO THE FIRST ALBUM, IS THIS NATURAL 
PROGRESSION? OR WHAT? 

PROBABLY "OR WHAT”. WE JUST WROTE THE SONGS AND THAT’S WHAT CAME OUT AT THE END. 
WE NEVER INTEND A SONG TO TURN OUT A CERTAIN WAY, IT'S ALL TRIAL AND ERROR, UNTIL YOU 
GET A RESULT YOU’RE HAPPY WITH. ALSO WHEN I JOINED THE BAND, IN 1993, SOME OF THE SONGS 
WHICH ARE ON THE AT FULL VOLUME ALBUM WERE ALREADY FORMULATED, ALL I DID TO THEM 
WAS CHANGE A FEW LYRICS AND SING THEM IN A STYLE WHICH IS TOTALLY DIFFERENT TO THE 
WAY THEY WERE BEING SUNG, SONGS LIKE BLAME IT ON ME. I HATE YOU, GUILTY, FOREVER COLD 
AND BRAINDANCE. ON THE BRAINIAC ALBUM I PUT MY FULL INFLUENCE INTO THE SONGS, SAYING 
THAT, ALL THE SONGS WERE WRITTEN BY ME AND THE BOYS. 
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WHAT RELEASES ARE ON THE CARDS AT PRESENT? 

WELL WE’VE JUST RELEASED THE BRAINIAC ALBUM ON THE HELEN OF Oi! LABEL. ALSO A SPLIT 7” 
WITH GERMANS, OXY-MORON, ON KNOCKOUT RECORDS. WE MAY BE RELEASING A SPLIT 7” WITH 
OXY-MORON AND DISCOCKS (JAPAN) AND US ON HELEN OF Oi! THIS YEAR, WE’LL SEE? 

YOU RECENTLY RETURNED FROM A 6 DATE TOUR IN EUROPE. HOW MANY TIMES HAVE YOU 
BEEN ABROAD, WHO HAVE YOU PLAYED WITH AND HOW DID THIS PARTICULAR TOUR GO? 
WE’VE BEEN ABROAD 6 TIMES NOW, 7 IF YOU COUNT SCOTLAND, HA!, AND PLAYED WITH BANDS 
LIKE - SMEGMA, OXY-MORON, PUBLIC TOYS, OI POLLOI, CONTEMPT, STAGE BOTTLES, DROOGIE 
BOiS, CHARGE 69, MATA RATOS, GAROTOS PODRES, UK SUBS AND A LOT OF OTHERS. AS FOR THIS 
TOUR IT WENT WELL, APART FROM EVERYONE, INCLUDING OXY-MORON GETTING A BUG OF SOME

RIGHT, PLENTY OF PEOPLE ENJOYING THEMSELVES AND LOTS OF GOOD LOOKING WOMEN. 

HOW DO YOU FIND THE GIG SCENE IN THE UK THESE DAYS? 

STILL PRETTY HARD TO FIND, AND WHEN YOU DO PLAY, NOT A LOT OF PEOPLE BOTHER GETTING 
OFF THEIR FAT ARSES TO GO TO THE GIGS ANYWAY. WE’VE STILL GOT A FEW DIE-HARDS IN THIS 
NATION, WITHOUT THEM, THERE WOULDN’T BE ANY SCENE AT ALL IN BRITAIN. IT’S A SAD THING 
TO SAY BUT EUROPE AND THE STATES IS WHERE THINGS ARE HAPPENING THESE DAYS.

As you'll have seen on the front cover, we've got an Interview with the huge Section 5. Yes, they are 
huge aren't they! Only joking lads. Anyway, let's not mess about with long introductions, when we 
are all, or should be familiar with this great Skinhead/Oi! band. Let's press on and find out what Tosh 
has to say. The interview was conducted in December 1995. 

WHO’S IN THE BAND THESE DAYS? 

Tosh - Guitar, lead vocals and sex symbol. Sid - Bass guitar, backing grunts, moans and desperate yelps. Steve "The 
Wallet" Walker - Drums, hogging the shower and sneaking off from the bar when it's his turn. 

WHAT CHANGES HAVE YOU MADE OVER THE YEARS? 

Many but it has always revolved around me and Sid as we started the band. Steve only came in as a stand in but we forgot 
to tell him that we couldn't be bothered to find a replacement, that was six years ago, not only that he is the best and most 
reliable drummer we could ask for. It's a pity he's not the perfect sex icon like me and Sid! 

DO ALL THE BAND MEMBERS CONTRIBUTE TO WRITING THE SONGS/MUSIC? 

No. just me, they're too thick or lazy. Unless we run into Tezz. 

YOUR NEW ALBUM, "FAT OUT OF HELL", HAS I BELIEVE SOLD OUT AT SOURCE - HAMMER 
RECORDS. DO YOU FEEL IT HAS BEEN WELL RECEIVED? 

1 suppose so but like all our stuff it has it's critics and it has people who rave over it. 

TALKING ABOUT HAMMER RECORDS, THEY ARE DOING A GREAT JOB AT PUTTING OUT THE 
CURRENT BRITISH Oi! BANDS AND IT'S GREAT TO SEE IT ALL ON VINYL. HOW DID YOU GET IN 
TOW WITH THEM? 

They offered us a very good deal and that was that, but we had known Pat for some years before that. 

HAVE YOU ANY RECORDINGS LINED-UP FOR THE FUTURE? 

Yes, a new album should be out sometime next year. 

CAPTAIN Oi! AND STEP 1 HAVE BOTH RE-RELEASED SOME OF YOUR EARLIER MATERIAL. ARE YOU 
GETTING FEEDBACK FROM YOUNG SKINS, WHO MAY JUST BE HEARING YOUR MUSIC FOR THE 
FIRST TIME? 

We don't hear too much feedback about those recordings but they do sell and that's only good news. Because we made fuck 
all the first time around. Now we can afford to buy four cans of Carling Black Label at Christmas instead of that cheap 25p 
a can shit we get from Kwik Save, rich or what? 

I REMEMBER READING IN "WELCOME TO THE REAL WORLD" ZINE, A COUPLE OF YEARS AGO, 
THAT YOU HAD SPLIT. WAS THIS TRUE? AND IF SO WHAT INSPIRED YOU TO KEEP GOING? 

We never actually split as such. I just had a long break, Sid and Steve were playing in Close Shave. What inspired me to 
continue? - Free Beer! 

ARE YOU PLAYING MANY GIGS JUST NOW? ARE GIGS EASY TO FIND? 

No but more than most bands. You can get gigs if you're willing to go out there and try but not enough are. 

HAVE YOU BEEN ABROAD GIGING MUCH? ANY GOOD OR BAD TIMES? 

Yes, the last couple of years we have toured France, Belgium, Germany, Holland, Sweden and America as well as the odd 
show at home. Patriot (USA) and The Pride (Belgium) are the best live bands I've seen plus Crashed Out from England. 

THERE SEEMS TO BE MORE AND MORE ZINES, RECORD LABELS AND BANDS IN THE Oi!/PUNK 
SCENE AT THE MOMENT. HOWEVER, MOST SEEM TO BE FROM EUROPE/AMERICA. WHAT'S GONE 
WRONG WITH THE BRITISH SCENE? 

Fuck knows, maybe too many politics, to much violence at gigs, too much stereotyping, or just maybe it all got too serious 
and lost the fun factor. 














WHAT DO YOU RECKON TO THE NEW BANDS THAT ARE AROUND, BOTH IN BRITAIN AND ABROAD? 
IS THERE A NEW 4 SKINS OR COCK SPARRER OUT THERE? 

I suppose you could find a new 4 Skins out there. There are already a lot of bands as good and better than they were. But 
Cock Sparrer, I don't think so, they're too good and too original. A very hard act to follow. 

DO YOU LIKE TO SEE OLD BANDS REFORM i.e. THE BUSINESS, COCK SPARRER AND NOW EVEN THE 
LAST RESORT? 

The Business and Cock Sparrer both deserve it but I'm not too sure of the rest. Because it's just for easy money, they don't 
seem interested in the music if they were why did they leave? Why come back know? Would they play for £50 instead of 
£500 plus, like some bands ask for. What's the reason for all these comebacks remains to be seen. Yes, it's great for kids and 
foreigners to see them as they never got the chance first time around but I think you will find that they have got their eye on 
their bank balance more than the future of Oi! 

FOR ME, THE BEST EVER SECTION 5 SONG IS "HEADCASE", WHAT ARE YOUR FAVOURITES? 

The ones we don't have to hear! 

DO YOU ALL STILL GO TO FOOTBALL MATCHES AND SUPPORT YOUR TEAMS? IT IS A SHAME FOR 
YOU ENGLISH PEOPLE THAT SCOTLAND HAS A BETTER TEAM. WOULDN’T YOU AGREE?!!? 

Yes, we do Jimmy! But why is it that to win the Scottish title you have to buy English players. Strange don't you think so, 
old chap! 

IS IT TRUE THAT YOU’RE A 3-PIECE BAND, AS IT’S IMPOSSIBLE TO FIT A FOURTH MEMBER ON 
STAGE? HO HO HO! 

NO! It just means we get a bigger helping of the free food and beer when we tour. 

FINALLY, TELL US WHAT’S THE BEST PART OF BEING IN A SKINHEAD/Oi! BAND? 

See last answer. 

CLOSING COMMENTS? 

Ta-ra, I'm off now for some cheese and oatcakes (Not those horrid Scottish ones!) and a pint of lager! Must keep in shape, 
mustn’t we. FAT BASTARDS RULE OK.

GIVE US A QUICK HISTORY OF THE BAND? 

Please refer to the enclosed history. 

I ASK YOU, WHAT SORT OF ANSWER IS THAT! SO HERE IS A CONDENSED HISTORY. 

The band were originally formed by vocalist, Steve Arrogant in 1978, when he was still at school. It was 1980 until 
things began to happen though. The rest of the band were, Bart Povah on guitar, Steve Duty on bass and Mark Gregory 
on the drums. This line up released a 6 track demo and their debut single. Violent Society, on the Charnel House label. 
The band were then picked up by Rondelet Records in 1982, by which time Stuart Bray was on drums. They released 
three singles and an album before Rondelet collapsed, including the controversial Bullshit Crass single. They then 
released one last single. Punk Rocker, on Expulsion Records in 1983, before calling it a day. 

WHEN DID YOU REFORM AND WHAT WAS THE INSPIRATION TO DO SO? WHO’S IN THE BAND 
NOW? 

We reformed April '95 after hearing that our album had been released on CD by Captain Oi! The line up is the same 
now as it was then i.e. Bart (guitar), Steve Duty (bass), Stuart (drums) and me on vocals. 

I BELIEVE THAT THE RECENT FUCK READING GIG WAS YOUR FIRST GIG, SINCE YOU GOT BACK 
TOGETHER. HOW DID IT GO? 

We actually did a gig locally a week before Fuck Reading, as a warm up but the Brixton appearance was massive by 
comparison. We went down really well, in fact much better than we thought we would. It gave us the encouragement to 
have another go. 

YOU'RE GOING TO BE TOURING IN EUROPE SOON WITH THE BUSINESS AND FRANKIE FLAME. 
WHAT COUNTRIES ARE YOU VISITING AND HOW MANY GIGS ARE PLANNED?- 

The tour starts on December 14th in Germany, where most of the gigs take place. Other countries include Italy, Holland 
and France. The tour ends on December 23rd and there are 9 dates in all. 

WILL YOU BE PLAYING ANY GIGS IN BRITAIN? AS A LOT OF BRITISH BANDS WHICH HAVE 
REFORMED ARE ONLY REALLY PLAYING ABROAD. 

The scene seems to be a lot smaller in the UK, which is forcing bands to seek other countries in which to perform. I 
attended a recent Punk festival in Bath which was well attended but it seems only major festivals are worth doing. 
Having said that I am trying to organise some Punk gigs locally. There is a good venue in Colchester called The Oliver 
Twist which we will be playing at on January 13th 1996. We also hope to be among the support bands appearing with 
The Damned at The Forum in London. 


WHAT RELEASES HAVE YOU GOT PLANNED, ANY NEW MATERIAL? 

Mark Brennan is releasing an early demo on forthcoming Oi! The Rarities CDs. We have also just recorded two new 
tracks which he is releasing on his new vinyl only record company One Stop. It will be a double A side comprising 
"Mutt" and "London Town". It will be the third release following new singles by the Buzzcocks and Bad Manners. Stiff 
Little Fingers will be the fourth release, so we are in good company. 

MANY SKINHEADS LIKED YOUR MUSIC, ESPECIALLY YOUR ANTI CRASS STANCE, RECENTLY 
YOU’VE BEEN INCLUDED ON VOLUME 2 OF Oi! THE RARITIES (CAPTAIN Oi!) ARE YOU HAPPY AT 
BEING LINKED TO THE Oi! SCENE, AS MANY PUNK BANDS FROWN DOWN ON THE Oi!/SKINHEAD 
MOVEMENT? 


"Bullshit Crass" certainly alienated us from the mainstream Punk movement of the early 80's. We have no objection in 
being labelled an Oi! band but our roots are firmly stuck in 1977 and all that it stood for.
